Tour Taylor's Oldest Home on Michigan Log Cabin Day

Society and Taylor Historical Commission 


Members of the Taylor Historical 
Society and Historical Commission are 
sprucing up the historical log homestead 
in Heritage Park for the 23rd Michigan Log 
Cabin Day. The city’s oldest known home 
will be open to the public on Sunday, June 
28, from 1 to 5 p.m. 

During past open houses, visitors ee 
around Michigan and beyond toured the 


_ beautiful, fully restored 1850s log cabin. 


This year, visitors will enjoy refreshments, 
listen to old-time music, view the many 
exhibits, and learn about early pioneer fami- 
lies who lived in the homestead. 

The building dates back to the ealy 


1850s, when it was a sod-covered, flat- 


roofed, rustic homestead that was fashioned — 


from logs cut from the site. Fred Miller, 
owner of AAA Dog and Cat Motel, where 
the cabin was originally located, donated 
the building to the City of Taylor. It was 
moved to Heritage Park in 1986. Completely 
renovated and restored, the building is used 
by civic organizations and school groups 
throughout the year. Several unique exhibits 
and displays depict the tools and artifacts 
of Taylor's early farming history. Visitors to 
Heritage Park can also enjoy the other his- 


toric structures that surround Coan Lake. 


The first known owners of the log 


cabin were Andrew and Elizabeth Storch. 


They were among the many German immi- 
grants who came to Michigan beginning 
in the 1850s. The Storches were from the 
same town in Mosbach Bayern, Germany.

United States. They arrived in Detroit on 
May 5, 1854, and settled in nearby Dear- 
bornville in June. 

Their farm on Pennsylvania Road be- 
tween Beech Daly and Telegraph roads was 
purchased in 1858, and was composed of 
40 acres of wooded and sandy soil. The 
rustic log cabin already was on the site and 
served as their first homestead for many 
years, The cabin had been built on a sandy 
mound to avoid flooding from the ‘nearby 
creeks winding through the acreage. Several 
large elm and oak trees that are well over 
150 years old still remain on the site. 

In later years, the Storches American- 
ized their name to Strong. They raised seven 
of their ten children in the small cabin. 
Andrew and Elizabeth Storch are both bur- 
ied in nearby West Mound Cemetery. 


Several of their descendants resided - 


Downriver some years ago. Marion and 
Blanche Strong — granddaughters of 
Andrew and Elizabeth — shared the follow- 
ing facts about the old cabin: “In the sum- 
mer months, us two girls would drive the 
cows from nearby Henry Strong's farm to 
Grandpa Strong's farm across the road to 


pasture. We would let them graze for about 
two hours. We would play cards or checkers 
with the neighbor boy, Warren Dammerow, 
whose farm adjoined the Strong farm. After 
a couple of hours, we'd drive the cows back 
to pasture, where the well was. We would 
then take turns pumping the water trough 
full for the horses and cows. All kinds of © 
wildflowers were in the woods on the north 
end of the farm. We often found arrowheads 
around the sandy mounds. The log cabin 
stood abandoned for many years and was 
used only during the hunting season. We 
often visited the cabin, but always had to 
look out for skunks that seemed to be 
around quite often.” 

“We know that the historic cabin was 
used by many families over the years since 
1858. Ann Strong lived there until 1917. 
Frank Dittmar and Mary Lowe both worked 
for the Strong family. They began their 
married life in the log cabin in 1906. Their 
son, Elmer Dittmar, was born in the cabin 
on December 28, 1906. Members of the 

“Dammarow family and the Art Strochine 
family also lived in the cabin. Bud Stother 
lived with his family in the cabin during 
the early 1940s.
